CIO, AFL Unions Ask 


Congress to 


Stop Dies 


Scores of New York local 


unions of the A. F. of L. and 


CIO have in the past week adopted resolutions. denouncing 
the Dies Committee and calling upon Congress to abolish it, 


according to reports received 


at the office of the American 


League for Peace and Democracy, made public yesterday. 


These resolutions were the latest 


evidence to show that labor sees 
through the “red tagging” scheme 
of the Dies Committee to split union 
ranks. 

They come on top of hundreds 
that had already been reported and 
were sent to members of Congress 
and the President. 

Particularly aroused by the House 
Committee final 1939 fling at con- 
sumers’ organizations, Locai 1 of the 
International Jewelry Workers of 
the A. F. of L., with a membership 
of 2,500, urged Congress and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to “abolish the Dies 
Committee.” 

Three locals of the International 
Bakery and Confectionery Workers’ 
Union, also an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
Locals 79, 87 and 3, denounced the 
committee’s smear methods and 
similarly called for its abolition. 


PART OF WAR DRIVE 


The resolution's stress that the 
committee’s campaign to arouse an 
hysteria is part of the campaign to 
block obstacles to drawing the 
country into war. 

Window Trimmers and Display- 
men's Union, Local 144 of the CIO, 
adopted a sharp resolution calling 
for the Committee's abolition, seeing 
in it a menace to American rights. 

Teachers’ Union, Local 5 of the 
A. F. of L., one of the targets of 
Dies Committee slander hearings, 


sees that committee’s work as a 
“weapon in the hands of those who 
seek to cut school budgets,” and 
calls on Congress to discontinue it. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters, Loca! 
of the A. F. of L., unanimously 
made a similar request. 

Local 1 of Journeymen Tailors 
Union of America, with a member- 
ship of 1,600, sharply denounced 
the committee’s method of giving 
“wide publicity to unsubstantiated 
hearsay testimony of labor spies and 
common criminals, including an al- 
leged murderer,” and calls for an 
end to the committee.

which demands job protection for 
the telegraph workers,

“A disregard for the American 
people and an insidious attack 
against any healthy concept of 
democratic tradition,” is the way 
Lewis A. Berne, President of the 
Federation of Architects, Engin- 
eers, Chemists and Technicians, 
characterized the Dies report.

Apparently aware that he had 
laid himself wide open to attacks, 
Murphy volunteered the following 
statement: 

“I can’t help but feel that the 
editorial was rather well taken. If 
we were to do it over again, we 
wouldn’t do it just that way.” 

Amidst the glare of kleig lights 
and the buzzing of movie cameras, 
Murphy held forth with his usual 
line of talk shortly following his 
nomination for the Supreme Court 
by the President. 

He again proclaimed his “devo- 
tion” to civil liberties — and then 
announced that “some surprises” 
could be expected in his drive to 
suppress the Communist Party, 
meaning more prosecutions. 

Murphy praised Robert Jackson, 
who has been nominated to take 
his place and said that his suc- 
cessor “will go ahead with every- 
thing we have started,” including 
the drive on the Communists. 

He described J. Edgar Hoover, one 
of the principal figures in the 1920 
red-raids as “one of the most ef- 
ficient and competent public serv- us 
ants in this country. The people 
ought to be very grateful to him.”

He just released the 
other day a private letter of fantastic “mili- 
tary espionage” and “foreign agents” 
charges against publishing houses and indi- 
viduals, giving the unjustly accused no 
chance whatever to answer before publica- 
tion. 


Whatever ideas of Murphy's so-called 
“liberalness” there were, have been swept 
away by his own underhanded reactionary 
activities. “Mr. Murphy is not really a radi- 
cal, and might turn out ‘pretty sound’ from 
their point of view,” writes Frank Kent, in 
the Wall Street Journal, reassuring the Wall 
Street war-mongers, “he could not be count- 
ed as a Supreme Court Justice merely as a 
member of the radical faction, as a matter of 
fact his tendency would be in the other di- 
rection.” Wall Street knows its man. 

Now more than ever the people are inter- 
ested in having the Supreme Court expess 
their desire for safeguarding the Bill of 
Rights against an atmosphere of war hys- 
teria. But the President’s appointment of 
Murphy shows how justifiable are the fears 
of the people on this score with reference to 
the federal administration. 


Regimenting Labor 


The proposal by Secretary of the Navy 
Edison to give President Roosevelt wartime 
power in peacetime, is a startling sign of how 
close the country is to war. 

Labor has long been aware of the Indus- 
trial Mobilization Plan (M-Day) for regi- 
menting labor as soon as war is declared. 
But Edison would go this fascist plan one 
better—or worse. He asks Congress to pass 
a bill at this session empowering the Presi- 
dent to “commandeer” factories for naval 
construction by merely declaring a “national 
emergency.” 

The President could then annul] trade 
union contracts, lower wages, increase speed- 
up, fire union workers. Moreover, since the 
President has already called a state of “lim- 
ited emergency,” he might get these dicta- 
torial powers the moment the bill were 
passed. 


The House Naval Affairs Committee, 
headed by Rep. Carl Vinson, is to take up 
Edison’s proposal. Labor should register its 
emphatic protest now against this brazen 
step toward war and the destruction of la- 
bor’s rights.

The capitalist newspaper owners find an 
infantile glee in the dismantling of the So- 
viet Pavilion at the World’s Fair. 

The thing that gives them the greatest 
pleasure is the removal of the 79-foot statue 
of the worker with the Red Star in his hand. 
They named the statue “Big Joe,” and now 
they cannot conceal their delight at the re- 
moval process which “decapitates Big Joe” 
or takes down one of his arms. 


“Oh,” the newspaper publishers say to 
themselves, “if we could only do that to the 
Soviet Union.” But since the war-inciting 
publishers are so burned up with hatred for 
the Soviet Union and Stalin, and for the So- 
cialist peace and happiness they signify, 
they can imagine that these things are be- 
ing destroyed with the dismantling of the 
statue. If, in their decadence, they like to 
delude themselves, it’s just too bad for them. 

The press millionaires and their thimble- 
brained editorial directors seem to be afraid 
of this harmless statue, lest it tear down the 
whole unshakable structure of capitalism.

less steel giant with admiration—it symbol- 
ized their own fight for a better life, their 


need for Socialism.

Sheds Light 
On Finland 


This contains the testimony be- 
fore the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, United States Senate, of | 
William C. Bullitt, including: Lenin's 
Peace Proposal. Mr. Bullitt's Report 
on Russia, Lincoln Steffen's Report 
on Russia, Discussions of the Peace 
Conference on a Policy Toward Rus- 
sia and Reports of Capt. W. W. 
Pettit, an aide of Bullitt’s. The 
pamphlet was issued in 1919. 

In Capt. Pettit’s report we find 
some interesting things relating to 
the present situation: | 

“Those with whom I have talked 
recognize that revolution (he — 
counter -revolution— P. R), did it 
succeed in developing a strong gov- 
ernment, would result in a white | 
terror comparable to that of Fin- 
land. In Finland our consul has a 
record of 12,500 executions in some | 
50 districts, out of something like, 
500 districts, by the White Guard. 

. “It is needless for me to tell 
you that most of the stories that 
have come from Russia regarding 
atrocities, horrors, immorality, are 
manufactured in Viborg, Heleingfore 
or Stockholm. The horrible mas- 
sacres planned for last November 
were first learned of in Petrograd | 
from the Helsingfors papers.” 

It is said in Petrograd that 
some of the Finns have already 
left Petrograd in anticipation that 
the Finnish Government will not 
be permitted to make any arrange- | 
ment with the Soviet Government 
because of the attitude of certain | 
of the allied representatives in Hel- 
singfors.”

under Soviet conditions it was 
possible at last to publish a real 
work on the country’s flora with 
a description of all the 16,000 
known varieties of plants on the 
territory of the USSR.
